New Weeds In 
Calgary District 


Two weeds which heretofore have

existed in but a very nall wa 
the district tributary ito Calgary, give 
evidence of making the weed problem 


even more vexing than al present, un 


less puompt effective measure are 
taken toward ‘the cation rhe 
weeds in question Blue Lettuce 
and Perennial So Thistle . Both are 
perennial and both exhibit the char 
acteristics of commencing growth in 
small patches and gradually choking 
out all other vegetation as they spread. 
In various parts of the province these 
two weeds have developed to the ex- 
tent of causing enormous losses yearty, 
Prompt action and pe. tent efforr 
will save the farme of this ocality 
from the unhap] x ence of those 
in other areas 

Farmers are urged to report out- 
breaks to the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Edmonton, or to FE. W. Bruns- 
den, Field Supervisor, 627 11th Ave, 
Wes, Calgary ,and to co-operate in ae 
livering the district from further 
problem,

rooted one, growing from two to three 


feet high. The whole

slightly notched Flowers ap- 
pear at the top of the plant and are 
a pale blue in color. 

Perenniay Sow Thistle is often con- 
fused with False Dandelion, Common 
Sow Thistle and Prickly Lettuce, Tt 
is a tall coarse growing weell and 
when found in grain crops will grow 
to the same level as the crop. The 
plant carries heavy underground root 
stems. The stem of the plant fs hol- 
;low and banches profusely at the top. 
When broken it exudes a bitt®r milky 
juice. Leaves are from si to twelve 
inches long. pointed, deeply cut with 
segments pointing backwards, slightly 
prickly. Entire plant is a deep ereen 
color and is covered with soft spines. 
Flowers are bright yellow and some- 
what resemble the common dandelion.
